JUDGE'S DIRECTION ON 
CERTAIN COUNTS. 
(BEFORE JUDCE DAVITT.) 

The hearing was resumed, and again 
adjourned, of a case against a coal dealer 
and another man in connection with the 
larceny of 321 tons of coke, value about 
£537, the property of the Alliance and 
Dublin Consumers’ Gas Company. 

The defendants are Edward Walsh, coal 
dealer, 19 Macken street, and Samuel 
O'Shaughnessy, Novarro road, Bray, formerly 
employed as a weigh clerk by the Gas Com- 
pany at the works in Pearse street. They 
were charged with stealing the coke, and 
both were charged with conspiracy to steal. 
There were also counts for receiving. 

At the close of the case for the prosecu- 
tion Judge Davitt directed the jury to find 
the prisoners not guilty on the counts in 
which they were charged with larceny and 
conspiracy to steal 321 tons of coke between 
May lst and October 3lst, 1930. He 
directed the continuance of the trial on 
counts of stealing and conspiracy to steal 
11 cwt. of coke on October 29th and 16 cwt. 
of coke on October 20th. 

The allegation of the prosecution was that 
acting in a conspiracy O'Shaughnessy, who 
weighed the coke leaving the company's vard 
on Walsh's lorry, entered on the dockets a 
weight less than the real amount. It was 
on these dockets that Walsh paid for the 
coke at the rate of 33s. 6d. per ton. The 
allegation was denied by both prisoners. 

Several Dublin coal merchants stated that 
they purchased coke from Walsh between 
May and October of last vear. In one case 
the price was 36s. per ton. Other prices 
charged by the defendant were 25s., 28s., 30s. 
and Sls. 6d. 

Edward Walsh, one of the prisoners, stated, 
m reply to Mr. Joseph O’Connor, for the 
defence, that he had been drawing coke 
from the Gas Works for many years, and 
never bought an ounce that he did not pay 
for. He never met O’Shaughnessy in his 
life, and did not know him beyond seeing 
him in the weigh house. He denied that he 
had 28 bags of coke on the lorry on October 
29th or 3O bags on the 30th. He told 
Detective Officer Brady that he was selling 
cheap from his reserve of 300 tons of coke, 
because the coal merchants were trying to 
go under him in price. 

Cross‘examined by Mr. Roe, he said that 
he was only guessing when he told the 
detective that he had 150 tons in stock. 
now said that he had 300 tons in May 
He never had 32 bags of coke on his 
In sume cases he got more for the coke ‘than 
he had paid for it . | 

Mr. P. J. Roe (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor) prosecuted. Mr. Joseph

FOUL LANGUAGE AND RENT 
IN 3D. BITS. 
(BEFORE JUDGE ROCHE.) 

When William Grieves, ice-cream manu- 
facturer, 95 Upper Church street, appealed 
from an order of the District Court giving 
the landlord, William McMahon, Iona road, 
a decree to possession of the premises. Mr. 
McMahon gave evidence that his tenant was 
siow in paying the rent of 8s. a week, and 
that when he paid it was in threepenny and 
Sixpenny pieces. While handing over the 
money he used foul language, which the wit- 
ness would not repeat. 

Matters were very unpleasant between 
them, said witness. The appellant was bound 
to the peace in the District Court for assault- 
ing him, and afterwards he was fined for 
having given neighbours annoyance. He had 
got three separate ejectments against Grieves 
ior non-payment of rent. 

Mr. Altman, sub-sanitary officer under the 
Corporation, testified to the dirty condition 
of the premises. 

Mr. P. Lawlor, who, had acted as agent 
for Mr. McMahon in ccilecting the rent, said 
that he gave up the post on account of the 
bad language which the appellant used. 

Ír. Grieves denied all the allegations 
against him. He owed the landlord £10 
rent because he never came to collect it. 
He would pay that £10 to-morrow. 

The Judge ‘said that the defendant was 
as nasty a specimen of tenant as any un- 
fortunate landlord would like to have. His 
bad language was not sufficient ground for 
giving a decree against him, but on the 
ground that he was causing nuisance to 
adjoining occupiers and that he owed £10 
rent, the plaintiff (Mr. McMahon) was en- 
titled to succeed. He, therefore, made a 
decree to possession, and dismissed the 
appeal. He gave the defendant time to 
vacate the premises until December 16th. 

Mr. J.. Murnane (instructed by Mr. Jaines

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 


When the hearing of the case of Antonio 
Apicella and Matteo Constantino against 
Emilio Scala and the Trustees and the Com- 
mittee of the Irish Hospitals Sweepstakes was 
about to be resumed, Mr. Justice Meredith 
stated that when he went home on the pre- 
yious evening he found a document ad- 
dressed ‘‘ His Honour Mr. Justice Meredith, 
c/o President Cosgrave, Dublin,” relating te 
the case. He described the document as a 
great contempt of court, and said that he 
could not imagine how people could think 
that it would have the least influence on him. 

The plaintiffs in the action claim £60,000 
from the defendant Scala, alleging that they 
are entitled to this sum as share of the pro- 
ceeds of the first prize in the Irish Hospitals 
sweepstake on the Grand National, the 
ticket for which, théy state, was held by Mr. 
Scala and them jointly in a “pool.” This 
Mr. Scala denies:

THE DOCUMENT. 

Mr. Justice Meredith, alluding to the docu- 
ment referred to, said that it stated that 
copies of it were to be sent to ‘‘ His Honour 
Mr. Meredith, who is in charge of the case, 


the subject. of this circular,’’ and that, “ as. 


the Right Ion. the Attorney-General comes 
next to the Home Secretary in matters of 
both law, jurisdiction and jurisprudence, a 
copy of the said circular must be supplied 
him.” 

An extract írom the communication, read 
by Mr. Justice Meredith, was: “ During the 
hearing of the evidence of the plaintiffs and 
their witnesses no doubt is left of the black- 
mail and forgery they wanted to attack 
Scala.”’ 

Mr. Wood—The last paragraph mentions 
mv name wrongly 

Mr. Justice Meredith {(reading)—‘* Mr. 
Arthur Wood, K.C., the defending lawyer. 
will receive from me a confidential copy of 
this circular.’’ 

Then there was more of it, said Mr. Justice 
Meredith, and it was signed H. Gordon 
Stuart. 

Mr. Wood—If we had him here we would 
put him in Swift's. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—It is great contempt 
f court. 

Mr. Wood said that he had received a copy 
of the document, which was written from 
Elgin. The letter that he received enclosed 
two printed circulars, the contents of which 
he did not look at, but one of them, he 
thought, was on the Imperial. Conference. 
“Each morning,” he said, “TI received one. 
or two, or three of these. I have received 
them since the case started, and I got one 
this morning.” 


NOT IN JURISDICTION. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—I cannot imagine 
how people could think it would have the 
least influence on me. 

Mr. Wood said that the letter was 
written within his lordship’s jurisdiction. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—It is not within the 
jurisdiction of this court. 

Mr. Wood observed that, according to the 
envelope, the letter was sent from “ Poly- 
techniques and Science of Law and Conserva- 
tive Politics of Herbert Gordon Stuart, Con- 
servative independent organiser, 32a Hill ter- 
race, Elgin.’” ‘ Evidently he has a printing 
machine,” he added, “ because the printing 
on the envelope is very like the printing on 
the two circulars enclosed.”’ 

Captain Quirke, handwriting expert, who 
gave, evidence on Monday, was then cross- 
examined by Mr. Finlay regarding the docu- 
nent in which the plaintiffs said the number 
of the winning ticket was included, and said 
that ‘undoubtedly the document was written 
by the same person and with the same pen. 

In reply to Mr. Justice Meredith, the 
witnessésaid that there was nothing in the 
addition to the agreement to negative the 
idea that it might have been written with ro 
attempt at forgery, and in the presence of 
Scala. 

The last witness examined for the defence 
was Mrs. Scala, who said that from the 24th 
March, the day on which her husband drew 
Grakle, until the following Monday, her 
husband was at home every evening. 

Mr. Wood—Mrs. Apicelli has sworn that 
your husband horsewhipped vou and made 
vou work like a nigger while he enjoyed 
himself. Did your husband ever horsewhip 
you — No, never. I could not wish for a 
better husband, and he is a good father to 
his children. : 

The evidence having closed, 

Mr. FitzGerald addressed the Court on 
behalf of Mr. Scala. 


VERY DIFFICULT CASE. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that the case 
was a very difficult one to decide. However. 
he looked at the case there was no escape 
but that on one side or the other there was 
the most amazing tissue of: lies he ever had 
experienced. 

Mr. FitzGerald, in the course of his 
remarks, said that to offer a prize of £350,900 
to the lucky winner holding a ticket for which 
he paid 10s. was a mischief to the com- 
munity, and this case proved the wisdom sf 
the statutes which had been passed in Eng- 
land and Ireland during the last two hundred 
years prohibiting these great contests, which 
could result only, as in this case, in tempt- 
ing poor men to seek a fortune at any cost. 
He suggested that the agreement was of 
Was importance in the case. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that even if he 
came to a certain decision he could not close 
his eyes to the fact that there might be liars 
on the winning side as well. 

It was stated during the afternoon that 
the arguments were likely to conclude to-day, 
and Mr. Justice Meredith said that he would 
like to have the week-end to consider matters 
before giving judgment.

THE RENT AC1. 


SUB-TENANT PROTECTED. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND MR. 
JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 
An issue under the Rent Act was raised in 


an appeal which was brought by Kennedy | 


O'Brien, owner of premises in Hartstonge 
street, Limerick, from an order of “Circuit 
Court Judge McElligott dismissing his civil 
bill for ejectment against John Wallace. a 
sub-tenant. i 

It appeared that the premises had been let 
to the National Union of Railwaymen, who 
sub-let one room in them to John Wallace, 
who carried on a boot, repairing business, and 
that when an order for possession was given 
against the union Wallace remained on. 

It was submitted on behalf of the appellant 
that the premises were let outside the Rent 
Act to the union, who could not bring them 
within the Act by sub-letting them as a 
dwellinghouse or as a shop, and that r'ter 
the union had left the sub-tenant was a tres- 
passer. 

For the respondent it was submitted that 
the portion of the premises sub-let to him 
was held were by him for business pur- 
poses as a wee tenant, and tha 
protected by the. Act. inch ca 

Mr. Justice Sullivan, 
said that he was of the 
decision of the 


giving judgment, 
s ol opinion that the 
Circuit Judge was right, and 


that this appeal must be dismissed. It was 
perfectly obvious that as between the trade 
union and Wallace the letting was a letting 
of premises for the purpose of business within 
the meaning of the Act He did not find it 
necessary to determine, for the purpose of 
his decision, whether the letting to the trade 
union was a letting for the purpose of busi- 
ness within the meaning of the Act, and he 
expressed no opinion on that question. He 
held that the sub-tenant, Wallace, was pro- 
tected by the provisions of the Act. — 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne agreed, and said that 
the defendant came clearly under the pro- 
tection afforded by the Act. ee

VALUATION APPEAL. 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE MURNAGHAN.) 

An appeal was opened, arising out of the 
re-valuation approximating £725, of the 
Dundalk Waterworks. The appeal was from 
a decision of the High Court on an appeal 
from Judge Devitt against the valuation 
which had been fixed by the Commissioners 
of Valuation. 

The Circuit Judge reduced the amount to 
£123. The Commissioners maintained that 
the valuation should be fixed on the con- 
tractor’s method—namely, the mas of 
what it cost to lay down the waterworks In 
the rural district. The Judge disagreed and 
fixed the valuation more or less on the 
revenue basis, with other factors. The Com- 
missioners appealed to the High Court on 
two grounds: (1) That an appeal lay on the 
question of fact, and that the Court was 
entitled to go into the question of fact; and 
(2) on the question of law that the Judge was 
wrong in refusing to act on the contractor's 
method. 

The High Court held that on the construc- 
tion of the Act there was no appeal on the 
question of fact, and that, having regard to 
the decision of the Supreme Court in the 
Dundalk Gas Company case, the judge was 
entitled to fix the valuation, having a 
to all the factors that appeared before him, 
and accordingly they affirmed the decision of 
Judge Devitt and refused the appeal. 

Having regard to the question raised by 
the Commissioners, the judges gave a certi- 
ficate for leave to appeal to the Supreme 
Court. That appeal covered two questions: 
a question whether the judges could deal with 
the facts and also with the law. 

QUESTION OF FACT. 

Mr. McCann, K.C., with Mr. 0 Connor (in- 
structed by Mr. Coll, Treasury Solicitor), who 
appeared for the Commissioners of Valuation, 
argued the first point as to the power of the 
Court to deal with the question of facts, and 
submitted that on the construction of the 
Act,-and especially the Courts of Justice Act 
and the various County Court Acts, such an 
— lay. 

‘he Court decided to have this point argued 
by itself, and called upon Mr. Dickie, K.C., 
who, with Mr. E. J. Kelly, K.C., and Miss 
Deverell (instructed by Mr. J. McCourt, 
Dundalk), appeared for the Dundalk Urban 
Council, to reply. 

Mr. Dickie argued that the jurisdiction the 
Court had was a statutory jurisdiction; that 
it could not decide anything but the question 
of law, that the Courts of Justice Act did not 
extend that power, and that even if the 
section in the latter Act, if properly con- 
structed, gave that construction, they should 
take the other construction and hold '“' County 
Court ” mentioned in that Act included both 
what was done by the judge when sitting as 
County Court Judge in civil bills, as well as 
what was done by him when sitting as chair- 
man of Quarter Sessions. 

Mr. McCann, having argued that County 
Courts there only referred to Civil Bill Courts, 
and that, therefore, anything that was done 
by Quarter Sessions was not covered by the 
section, and an appeal lay as to law and 
facts. 

The arguments had not concluded at the 
rising of the Court, and the further hearing 
was adjourned until next Monday.

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POSSIBLE THEORIES. 


Horn Head is one of the most remarkahig 
promontories on the coast of Ireland. and 
derives its name from the curious formation 
O- the cliffs at its summit, which are in 
places, 600 feet high. It is these cliffs 
which seerr to be responsible for the tragede 
which is taking place at NSheephaven bc 
tremendons battering which they 
from the gigantic seas. swept in 
full fury of the north and _ north-westeriy 
gales, apparently grinds the sand at 
base into fine powder -hetter Known 
perhaps, as ‘* blowing sands The wind 
strikmg against such a high obstruction 4 
diverted upwards, and takes the sand. which 
dries when the tide recedes, with it to g 
considerable altitude. Directly the true wind 
13 again encountered the sand is sweph 
inland. 

In view of the fact that the land 
Sheephaven Bay was, at a certain period, ona 
of the mest fertile parts of Donegal, it ig 
difficult to discover the reason why such a 
remarkable change has taken place 

One explanation has been put forward that 
the rabbits, which are numerous in the dis- 
trict, have eaten away the roots of the coarse 
grass which used to grow in the vicinity. 
This grass, it is asserted. was able to trao 
the sand and so prevent it from spreading. — 

More plausible, perhaps, is the theory that 
there has been a slight alteration in the 
direction of the tides, due. perhaps, to a 
change in the formation of the sea bottom, 
and that sand is being piled up, in cons 
quence, near the base of the cliffs. It is ine 
teresting to note that the Admiralty char‘, 
referring to the depth of water at the entrance 
to Dunfanaghy “sámh inside Sheephaven 
Bay, has inserted upon it the warning notice 
to mariners: “' Subject to frequent changes.” 

Human ingenuity, however. has failed to 
discover how to counteract the evil, and a 
the present rate of destruction. there is |ittle 
doubt that this land wil! he little more than 
an uninhabitable desert in the course of a few 
years.

.MONUMENTAL STONES IN 


COUNTY GALWAY.

The Marquis MacSwiney of Mashanaglass 
presided at a meeting of the Royal Society 
of Antiquaries of Ireland, which was held 
last sight in the rooms of the Society, 
Merrion square, Dublin, when Mr. John R. 
Wade read a paper on ‘*‘ Monumental Stones 
in East Galway.” 

He said that when his land in East Gal- 
Way was being taken over by the Land Com- 
mission he reported, as an ancient monument. 
a large granite’ slab, originally about 7 feet 
6 inches by 3 feet 6 inches, which anciently 
‘traced and cut with a smooth 
nurgin about 3 inches wide in a curios 
double-curve form. 

\fter a search he failed to find any other 
‘tone like it, except a stone like a bowl or 
seat over a mile away. Last spring, while 
Noughing in an adjoining field the stone in 
(uesuon was turned up by Martin Mannion. 
‘Simulated by inquiries from the National 
Museum, he found two other stones, one at 
two miles east of Kilconnell, and 
e other at Killaghbeg, a mile and a half 
“est of Kileonnell, Further inquiry led to 
the discovery of eight other stones lying in 
the form of a semi-circle about three miles 
‘In diameter. It was possible that this 
formed part of an arrangement for determin- 
‘ing the sunrise and sunset at mid-summer, 
the equinoxes and mid-winter, and other

HOW MRS. TIERNEY MET 
HER DEATH. 


——— 
(BEFORE MR. HANNAN.) 


The motor-accident in which Mrs. Marie 


Tierney, wife of Dr. Tierney, of 22 Lower 
Baggot street, recetved fatal injuries was 
recalled when Mr. Gerald F. Spratt (25), of 
Shrewsbury road, and Mr. Norman B. 
Smellie. of James's street, were put forward 
charged with causing her death through 
motor cars which they drove coming into 
collision at the junction of Northumberland 
road and Haddington road on the 4th inst. 

Mr. E. J. Kelly, K.C. (instructed by Mr. 
T. Clarke, Chief State Solicitor’s Depart- 
ment), prosecuted; Mr. Kenneth Dockrel!, 
K.C. (instructed by Messrs. W. G. Bradley 
and Sons), appeared for Mr. G. Spratt: and 
Mr. E. H. Burne,. solicitor, for Mr. N. B. 
Mr. Martin Maguire. K.C.. and Mr, 
Conor Maguire (instructed by Mr. John 
Shiel, soliciter) represented Dr. Tierney. 

POSITION OF THE CARS. 

Guard Collins (139 E) gave evidence re- 
specting the position of the cars when he 
came on the scene of the collision. A Morris 
two-seater car was on the footpath and a 
Riley car was on the edge of the roadway. 
The Morris car was facing towards Baggot 
street and the Riley car was facing almost 
directly across the road. The lamps and the 
right mudguard of the Morris car were 
damaged, and there was also damage to the 
radiator. The other car had its left-hand 
light bent towards the radiator, and the 
front door on the left side was almost torn 
away. There was glass strewn about the 
path near the lamp. 

Mr. Smellie was standing near his car 
when the witness arrived, and said that he 
had just had a collision with another car. 
He said that he was driving from Beggar's 
Bush towards Baggot street at between 25 
and 30 miles an hour when he saw another 
ear approaching the corner from the direc- 
tion of the city. He thought that the other 
driver seemed to swerve to the right. He 
himself swerved in the other direction, but 
the collision was unavoidable. ' 

In reply to lir. Dockrell, the Guard said 
that the ends’ of the cars were about eight 
inches apart. The lamp standard was be- 
tween the two cars. 

A SKID MARK. 

Replying to Mr. Burne, he said that there 
was a skid mark at the place, caused, he 
thought, by the Riley car. The skid mark 
started on the right-hand tram line, and 
ended at the back of the Riley car. The 
broken glass was on the footpath only. The 
windscreen of the Riley car was not broken. 

Owen Mahon, Penrose street, Ringsend, 
said that after passing the ,corner of 
Haddington road when on his way home on 
the night of the 4th inst., he saw the Morris 
car approaching from the direction of Bath 
avenue. It was then travelling at a normal 
rate. Shortly after it passed him he near! 
a crash and a scream, and, looking back, 
he saw the Morris car on the footpath ar 
another car (a Rilev) near it on edge e! 
road. The drivers vcore on the roadway. 
In reply to Mr. Hannan, the witness said 
that neither cars had sounded a_ horn. 

Continuing, he said that when he got Lack 
t» the scene he saw a woman lying on the 
ground between the cars near the lamp 
etundard. ‘lie defendants stopped an on- 
coming motor car and the witness helped to 
to it. She was then con- 
veved to the City of Dublin Tospital, Mr. 
Spratt accompanving her. 

THREE RIBS FRACTURED. 

Dr. Tan Maclechlan said that when Mrs. 
Tierney was admitted to the hospital at 
12.30 a.m. she was suffering from great 
shock. There was a small abrasion on the 
left shoulder and the seventh, eighth and 
ninth ribs on the right side were broken. 
She died at 3 p.m. on the same day. Death 
was due to shock and hemorrhage as a result 
of the injuries received. 

Guard Collins (139E), recalled, said that 
after the accident each defendant made and 
signed a voluntary statement at Irishtown 
station. Mr. Smellie. in his statement, said 
that. in his opinion, the accident was caused 
by both ears swerving in an effort to avoid 
zach other. In his statement, Mr. Spratt 
said that he did not hear Mr Smellie’s horn. 


He swerved to avoid the accident, but failed 4 almost 


to get clear.

UARIED SPORT 
IN CHE WEST. 


(By J. B. DROUGHT.) 


ITH the possible exception of the 

WV famous woodcock coverts of Cong, 

the West of Ireland offers no huge 
bags ot any particular kind of game. — Yet, 
there is probably no other part of the British 
Isles so rich in variety of wildfowl, and pre- 
senting in that line a greater charm to the 
sportsman as weli as the naturalist. 

It is always surprising how many different 
aspects a wide stretch of bogland presents. 
Under lowering skies, when the mists blot 
out the mountains and the weather is, in the 
vernacular, ‘‘a wee thing soft,” the bogs seem 
to consist of mile upon mile of depressing 
monotony. But let the sunlight penetrate 
the clouds and the whole landscape changes 
to a harmony of golds and browns against the 
faint purple of the distant mountains. So, 
too, do your impressions change. On closer 
acquaintance these wild stretches of country 
fascinate; there is always the force of con- 
trast in their certainties and uncertainties. 
their gifts and denials, and in every change of 
wind and sky, which alters not onlv. their 
vista, but the movements of the wild life they 
shelter. I 

Perhaps, the principal charm of the bogs 


is that, however well vou know, or think you | 


know, the secrets of places which have been 
familiar since childhood, they alwavs hold 
some new element of surprise. “And especially 
is this the case in Novemher, when the 
migrant wildíowl have reached our shores 
and spread to their inland haunts. In the 
remote districts, almost within sound of the 
Atlantic breakers, you will meet at one time 
or another nearly every species of snipe and 
wildfowl which visit these islands. Thus, it 
is not the prospective size of the bag so much 
as its infinite variety which keeps interest 
unflagging. You fire a long shot at a grouse, 
from under your feet rises a jacksnipe; you 
flush a solitary woodcock from the whins. 
and out from under the river bank swings 
a bunch of teal. Mallard or widgeon, 
pochard or shoveller—any or all of these may 
test your skill before the day is done, and 
vou return tired, but happy, with a mixed 
bag, the reward of perseverance and a slice 
or two of good luck. 


AN ATTRACTIVE SPORT. 


Few people who have once experienced its 
peculiar fascination can resist the lure of 
wild-goose shooting. It calls for unlimited 
patience, imperviousness to cold and wet, and 
a distinctly wide knowledge of the habits of 
the birds. Such as are prepared for a good 
deal of discomfort, however, can obtain their 
fill of this kind of  wild-fowling in 
the Western districts. Even to those 
not bent on their destruction, wild geese 
present a most interesting study. Of all 
wild fowl, they are the most unapproachable, 
and the measures they adopt for their own 
safety are almost human. 

You will never see geese on the edge of 
a bog; they are aiways in the middle of it, 
and around each flock are single birds as 
sentries, posted to give an alarm if danger 
threatens. Thus will you see them flighting 
to and from their feeding grounds in a V- 
shaped formation, and always with their 
advanced guards ahead. From their size and 
their rather slow wing-beats, they seem to 
be flying much lower and more slowly than 
is really the case. For, unless against a 
strong head wind, they usually travel at a 
great height, and come down fairly suddenly 
to their resting places. And an interesting 
feature to the observer is that when settled 
in the bogs a gaggle of perhaps a hundred 
birds or so will appear completely somnolent. 

Except for the sentries on duty, every 
head will be tucked away under the wing, 
and to the uninitiated they look easy prey. 
But at the slightest noise or movement up 
goes every head, and, honking noisily, they 
are up into the skies in an instant. I sup- 

se have seen, and often participated in, 
every conceivable stratagem to 
1 angen wild geese in daylight. I have 
hidden aching limbs in barrels stuck into the 
bog. and in ‘‘hides”’ of every kind and 
description. I have tried to pose as part of 
a turf-stack, and to resemble the contents 
of a turf-cart, but never once in many vears 
have the geese paid me the compliment 
of waiting to see whether things really were 
what they seemed. There is only one way 
to intercept them, and that is by hiding in 
their direct ‘lines of flight to and from the 
feeding grounds. 

The only thing 
goose is mis time of 


reguiar about the wild 
flizhting both in the 
early morning. and in the evening, and he 
nearly always takes the same line. Thus a 
previous reconnaissance will indicate the most 
‘uitable hiding places en route, but even se 
the shooter must be prepared to wait in a 
eold and cramped position sometimes for 
hours together. And even then it seldom 
happens that all climatic conditions syn- 
chronise favourably with the arrival of the 
eeese. When the monn is right, a following 
wind will bring the virds over too high; when 
the wind is strong enough against the flight 
to draw them out of the skies, they come too 
far away to a fiank; and when height and 
direction are perfect, it is ten to one a heavy 
cloud obscures the moon at the critical 
moment. Thus, he who pursues the monarch 
of the bogs must possess a patient soul. and 
prepare himself to wait davs, and sometimes 
even weeks, for a chance of a shot. 


SUBTLE CHARM. 


However many blanks you draw, the wild 
goose chase has always a subtle fascination. 
There is a charm in the very loneliness as 
vou wait with every nerve tense in the quiet 
of the night, with the moon casting long 
shadows over the darkness of the boglands. 
Every now and then a rustle of the reeds, 
betokening the presence of some wild crea- 
ture at hand, breaks the stillness. And 
then, faint at first in the*distance and grow- 
ing gradually in velume, comes the sound of 
heavv wings, till, like the rushing of a 
mighty wind overhead, a hundred geese 
sweep by Somewhere 1 have read that 
“you conld build a shooting calendar from 
the sounds of birds.” In the West Country 
many voices would go to its making. There 
would be the calls of the myriad sea-birds 
and the duck, the harsh cry of the curlew, 
and the more plaintive notes of the snipe 
and the golden plover. But the most allur- 
ing music of them all would be the cackle 
of the wild geese over the bogs as they wing 
their way in the moonlight.

IR ARTHUR WHEELER, the 72-vear- 
S old Leicester stockbroker, and George 
Victor Smith (44), his former partner 
in the firm of Arthur Wheeler and Company, 
again appeared at Leicester Assizes yester- 
day, before Mr. Justice McKinnon, to 
answer indictments charging them with 
fraudulently converting to their own use sums 
of money exceeding £25,000 entrusted to 
them. 
There are 21 counts on the indictments. 
Charles Percy Heselden, formerly secretary 
of Henry Glave, Ltd., drapers, of which Sir 
Arthur was once chairman of directors, said 
that on behalf of the firm he sent to Wheeters 
in January a request to sell £4,913 Inscribed 
5 per cent. War Stock. 
Wheelers sent back a contract note for thie 
sale, but Glaves received neither the pro- 
ceeds of the sale nor the return of the stock.

Mr. Heselden said it would be true to say 
that M. T. G. (Midland Industrial and Joint 
Trust, Ltd.) was the fairy godmother of 
Glaves, Ltd.

- DANISH-MOSLEM'S TRAGIC 
PILGRIMAGE TO MECCA. 


The exploits of a Danish journalist named 
Knud Holmboe, which started three years 
ago with his conversion to the Islamic faith 
at Woking Mosque, near London, have ended 
tragically with his murder by Wahibi tribes- 
men while on a pilgrimage to Mecca, says 
Kteuter’s Jerusalem Correspondent. 

Since he became a wanderer under the 
Moslem name of Ali Achmet, M. Holmboe's 
adventures included consecutive arrests as a 
spy, a Fascist agitator, and a Bolshevik 
agent; internment in an Arab prison, 
manacled to fourteen Arabs, and being lost 
in the desert for ten days without food. 

M. Holmboe, who was attached to the staff 
of the Copenhagen newspaper, Politikin, left 
Amman by camel about a month ago with 
the intention of making a pilgrimage to 
Mecca to gain the coveted title of '“ Hadji,”’ 
or ‘‘Holy Pilgrim.”’ He is said to be the 
ouly man who has traversed the Mediter- 
ranean coast from Ceuta, in Morocco, as far 
as Alexandria, in Egypt. After studying 
the Italian campaign in Cyrenaica, he wrote 
a book, “ The , ra Br Desert.” which 
caused the Italian authorities to keep him 
under constant vigilance.

When he travels there 
are always six pianos—every one ac- 
companied by its tuner—on the move to 
the towns where he is giving recitals. His 
income is enormous, but he gives large 
sums to charity, and has never been 
appealed to in vain.

Utilising the Stars.

The rays of 
light will then be thrown on a photo- 
electric cell, which will convert the light 
into electricity. The current thus 
generated—it will be very weak—will be 
enormously amplified and sent to Chicago, 
where it will turn the switches and start 
the show. 

I hear that this particular star has been 
chosen because its light takes forty years 
to reach the earth ; therefore, the rays that 
will start the machinery in 1933 will have 
left the star in 1893. when the great 
Chicago Exhibition of that year was being 
held. 


A Philatelist Opportunity. 


Stamp-collectors will, no doubt, be keen 
on the opportunity presented them of 
acquiring some interesting, specimens fram. 
across the Atlantic next year. According 
to recent reports, some of the best-known 
portraits of General Washington are to.’ 
be laid under tribute for a series of twelve 
special stamps to be issued on the 2nd of 
January next. The idea is tocommemorate 
the two hundredth anniversary of the. 
General’s birth. The stamps wil] remain 
on sale throughout the year, and there 
will also be a special series of embossed 
envelopes. The stamps will range from 
half-cent to ten-cent denominations, and 
will be printed in about seven different 
colours. As to the portraits, five of them 
were painted by Charles Wilson Peale, 
and they include that known as the 
“Virginian Colonel,’”’ done in 1773. 
Others are by John Trumbull, Gilbert 
Stuart and Jean Antoine Houdon.

SCAVENGERS OF THE SEA. 


Sweeping down the wind with consummate 
mastery of the air, the armies of herring 
gulls patrol the beach. Fiercer and far more 
catholic in their tastes than the little terns, 
nothing comes amiss to these hungry 
Scavengers of the sea. They view the wild 
scene with delight, knowing that the morrow 
will strew the cuasts with food; and that 
they may feast to repletion on the wreck and 
carrion flung forth by the gorged ocean. 
Even now the hissing surf contains many a 
choice morsel, and, shrieking with maniacal 
glee, they rise and fall among the breaking 
waves. Here ard there an ominous lesse 
black-backed gull relieves the grays and 
whites of the lighter-coloured gulls. His 
sable plumage strikes a sinister note, and 
the savage yellow of his eye is not belied 
by his behaviour, Woe to the sick or 
maimed sea creature that comes within his 
ravenous ken. The torn and _ half-devoured 
carcases of birds that li# among the wrack 
and weed bear mute witness to his merciless 
rapacity.

skim the troubled sea, their pearly plumage 
in sharp contrast to the dark waters. 
Occasionally they merge in the foam of a 
breaking wave, and when the turmoil of 
waters is past and they come to view again 
it seems as if they had been suddenly born 
of the foam, and, tike Aphrodite, had sprung 
in radiant beauty from the mingling of 
divine seed and the breaking wave. The 
tempest has driven them nearer to the shore 
than they usually care te come; for the 
kittiwake is a bird of the open sea, and 
scorns the easier existence led by other 
members of its race. 
Bobbing some considerable distance from 
Shore, a small, lately-arrived flock of com- 
mon scoters are busily feeding. They are 
typical sea ducks, and breast the waves with 
perfect skill and assurance. Now and then 
one of the flock disappears to rout and 
scramble deep down for the molluscs and sea 
creatures that form their food. Only with 
the falling tide will these sturdy black 
heachcombers of the wintry shores anproach 
land, where, wary and ever alert, they are 
hard to approach, retreating at the least 
alarm. The smaller waders are here in 
throngs. With agile, tripping steps the dun- 
lins and stints and stray flocks of sander- 
lings dodge the onrushing waves and. harvest 
the smal] crustacea that form their food. Thev 
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little surprise when, on walking to the stern, 
a distance, by the way, of 159 yards, they dis- 
ecvered that she was registered at Sunderland.

ITS COLL OF 
WRECKS.

east-south-east of Carnsore Point, on 

the Wexford coast, has been the scene 
of many shipwrecks. Although it has a 
lighthouse of 110 feet in height, with a light 
which is visible for fifteen miles, the dan- 
gerous rocks in its vicinity still exact their 
toll of shipping. The latest casualty is the 
Royal Firth, a Glasgow steamer, which 
struck the submerged Mahon Rock on Sun- 
day, September 20th, 1931. Fortunately, the 
crew were all saved by the courageous Ross- 
lare lifeboatmen, and the steamer was salved 
the following day by the Seefalke. “ 

In February, 1927, the Sheerness, another 
Glasgow steamer, also struck a submerged 
rock near the dreaded Tuskar. The shi 
sank after a short time, and the crew a 
to the boats. They were all saved, with the 
exception of the first officer, a gallant Done- 
gal man named McDade. He was a great 
personal friend of mine, and when I met the 
shipwrecked crew on the Wexford coast I 
was distressed to find that he was the only 
man Taissing. 

_ Ninety-five years ago an appalling loss of 
life was averted near the Tuskar as a result 
of the great heroism displayed by Martin 
Walsh, skipper of the Wexford schooner 
Alicia. The intrepid captain was proceeding 
to Wexford when he observed the emigrant 
ship Glasgow wrecked on the Barrells Rocks. 
‘These dangerous rocks are south-west of 
Tuskar, and are only visible at low water. 

_ When the Glasgow struck on a wild night 
in February, 1837, she hegan to make water 
immediately. The terror-stricken passengers 
were huddled on deck, Most of them were 
in their night attire, and they were afraid 
to go below lest the ship might founder at any 
moment. The Alicia attemped to run along- 
side. Owing to the heavy seas running: 
Captain Walsh was unable to maneuvre his 
vessel close enough to the sinking ship. 

The captain then launched the ship’s small 
boat. He made many trips from the schooner 
to the Glasgow in his frail] craft. He saved 
the women and children first, and he had 
rescued 82 people when the Glascow suddenly 
sank, bringing with her the 29 souls still 
remaining on, board. Of these he subse- 
quently saved four. 

The wrecked vessel carried a crew of 16 
and 95 passengers, most of whom came from 
the West of Ireland. When the Alicia 
reached Wexford Harbour that evening the 
inhabitants gave the captain a creat recep- 
tion. The shipwrecked emigrants and crew 
were given clothes, food and lodging, and 
then sent to their homes. eee 

Captain Walsh and his crew were rewarded 
for their epic rescue work. Every port at 
which they subsequently touched gave them 
an enthusiastic welcome. When they called 
to Glasgow, the captain was honoured with a 
civic banquet, and he received a valuable 
féasta from the merchants of the port. 

Some years later Captain Walsh was lost 
at sea when on a voyage from the Black Sea. 
He called at Falmouth for orders. The night 
he left that port a storm arose, and the brave 
captain and his vessel disappeared from mortal 
view.

There was a possibility then, if not of 
unity, at least of friendly and natural co- 
operation between the two States, which 
would have brought the time of union 
appreciably nearer. An imbecile boycott 
of Northern wares wrecked that oppor- 
tunity, and the unflagging hostility of 
Republicanism has kept the wound open 
ever since. Common sense ought to have 
convinced Mr. de Valera and his followers 
long ago that every hostile word, every 
hint of force, every suggestion that 
Northern Ireland’s future did not lie in 
her own hands, was adding another plank 
to the unnatural barrier between North 
and South, and was deferring the hope 
of .reunion into a yet mistier prospect. 
We rejoice that Fianna Fáil has made its 
recantation, however belated, and we hope 
that its policy, whether in office or in 
opposition, will remain true to the spirit 
of that recantation. Only thus will 
Northern Ireland’s rooted suspicions be 


scattered. 


The American Way. 


The American outlook upon illegality 
was epitomised when “ Scarface “” Al 
Capone was sentenced by Judge Wilker 
son in Chicago to eleven years’ imprison- 
ment and to pay a fine of £10,000 for 
evasions of income tax. Altogether the 
racketeer will be forced to disgorge some 
£120,000, so that his future, when he 
emerges from jail, will not be too com- 
fortable. This point, however, is paren- 
thetical ; the real importance of the affair 
lies in the fact that a notorious offender 
against the Prohibition Laws can be 
brought to book in the United States only 
by a charge of income tax fraud in regard 
to an income mostly—if not entirely— 
derived from fllegal activities. While 
those who have determined to purge 
Chicago’s Augean stable will congratulate 
themselves upon the at least temporary 
extinction of the man whose name has 
betokened “ gangdom’’ throughout the 
world, more thoughtful citizens may recog- 
nise in Capone’s conviction an implicit 
acceptance of illegality by the authori- 
ties. For various reasons the law and 
the police, its servants, never have 
acquired the respect of the average Amer'- 
can. 
was his own policeman, or, in slightly 
more civilised centres, a quick-firing 
sheriff united the functions of detective, 
prosecutor, judge and executioner. This 
tendency has persisted to the present day, 
and the clear-sighted can see m the beer- 
barons and their satellites, living as 
separate communities with their own 
politics, the inheritors of the old pioneer- 
ing traditions.

abandoned the old democratic system, of 
which Judge Lynch was so famous an 
exponent, in favour of autocracy, as 
exemplified by ‘‘ Scarface’’ Al and his 
like. Now official “justice” in the 
United States seems to Have admitted by 
its dealings with Capone that ‘‘ the exist- 
ing state of things shall continue.” 


Cruelty to Animals. 


On Friday last. we had occasion to regret 
the Ddail’s rejection of a bill to make 
compulsory the use of the humane killer 
in Irish slaughter-houses. When the 
Diocesan Synod of Down and Connor and 
Dromore meets next week it will put for- 
ward a protest against the coursing of 
captive hares. None but the most arrant 
sentimentalist can regard these two 
measures as equally important, yet we 
shall desire better fortune for the Synod’s 
resolution; for we must welcome any 
indication that Irishmen have begun to 
regard the unnecessary suffering of 
animals as a matter for shame and alarm. 
Lack of enterprise or lack of instruction 
may delay the adoption of humane 
methods in the slaughter of animals for 
food—although we are convinced that they 
cannot long be delayed—but the torture of 
animals in sport is a reproach for which 
no valid apology can be put forward. 
Insensibility to suffering where sport is 
concerned is, unhappily, a very human 
failing, and the Irishman, if he is no 
worse, is certainly no better than anybody 
else in this respect. If the Synod’s protest 
receives the sympathetic attention of the 


Government of Northern Ireland, it may. 


lead to the abolition of a particularly 
questionable form of amusement; for in 
the coursing of a captive hare the wretched 
quarry has little more chance of survival 
than the half-blinded pigeons in whose 
destruction the sportsmen of the Riviera 
love to display their skill. The ‘protest, 
whatever its result may be, is a step in the 
right direction. When public attention is 
directed to the grosser forms of.blood sport 
they must be cendemned in the eyes of all 
the humane, and those sports which are 
based on an older tradition cannot survive 
their downfall for long. The time must

MODERNISM IN 
BUILDING. 


Mr. C. A. Harrington, M.R.1.A.1., 
President, delivered his inaugural address to 
the Architectural Association of lreland at 8 
Merrion Square. Dublin, last night. 

Modernism in architecture is, said Mr. 
Harrington, vigorous, and leaves room for 
criginality and idealism. The style originated 
in Germany and Austria, and, according to 
some writers, the origin of modern work was 
ia the tate nineteenth century. 

Little headway has been made with 
Modernism in Ireland, continued the speaker, 
but certain of the Dublin architeets have 
sown the seeds, and sevéral excellent 
examples of the style are to be seen around 
Dublin. The new church at Cork, built to 
the designs of an American architect, was so 
fa: remaved from anything else In this 
country that it almost took people s breath 
away. Mr. Harrington added, however, that 
the design did not inspire him to admuira- 
tion. Where the new style was most success- 
ful was in the design of shop fronts, as at 
opened up great possibilities for window 
display and economy of space. 

Mr. Harrington warned his audience to 
treat modernism carefully and to avoid too 
much experimentation.

(Conservative), but his defeat by 
a majority of over “pee thousand was a 
surprise. Other abour ex-Ministers 
i. whose defeat was announced about the 
same time, and caused no less surprise, 
were Mr. Tom Shaw, formerly Secretary 
of State for War, and Mr. -J. H. Hayes, 
formerly Vice-Chamberlain of the House- 
hold. Mr. Shaw was defeated at Preston 
and Mr. Hayes at Edgehill, Liverpool. 

The. succession of Labour defeats 
reached a climax at about 11.35 p.m. with 
the news that Mr. Arthur Henderson, 
leader of the Labour Opposition in the 
House of Commons, had been decisively 
beaten by Rear-Admiral Gordon Camp- 
dell, the National Independent, at 
Burnley. Mr. Henderson’s poll showed a 
decrease of 1,174 compared with the last 
election, while the victorious National 
candidate’s. poll exceeded by nearly 5,000 
the combined Conservative and Liberal 
polls of.1929. The Burnley contest showed 
a remarkable. total poll—91 per cent. of 
the electorate voting. 

Mr. Henderson is by no means the first 
leader of the Opposition to suffer the 
humiliation of defeat in his constituency. 
Mr. Asquith was rejected by East Fife in 
1918, and Mr. Balfour was defeated at 
Manchester in 1906. 

The defeat of Sir James Sexton 
(Labour) at St. Helens was unex pected ; 


for he has survived many strong attacks 
in the past, having represented the 
borough in the, House of Commons since 
1918. Mr. Russell Rea re-enters the 
House of Commons after an interval of 
some years as National Liberal member 
for Dewsbury.

FIRST LABOUR MAN’S SUCCESS. 

The first Labour man to secure re- 
election last night was Mr. R. C. Wall- 
head, who increased his poll by nearly 
2.000 at Merthyr. He had a straight 
fight against a new party candidate, who 
polled the respectable total of 10,854. 

Enormous Conservative polls at Black- 
burn gave the Conservatives two gains 
from Labour, Mrs. Mary Hamilton and 
Mr. Gill, the late members, polling 12,000 
and 10,000 less respectively than at the 
last election. At Preston, another double- 
member constituency, Mr. Tom Shaw and 
a Labour colleague had a similar ex- 
perience—a heavy decline in the Labour 
vote and an enormous increase in: the 
Conservative poll and two Conservative 
ains. 
‘ With-the defeat at Nelson and Colne of 
Mr. Arthur Greenwood, who was Minister 
of Health in the Labour Government, 
doubts began to arise whether there would 
be a Labour Front Opposition Bench in 
the new House.

LONDON, Midnight. 

Labour is being washed away by a tide 
of patriotism. The clubs were packed with 
enthusiasts, and though the results were 
slow in coming through, when they did reach 
London they were almost staggering in the 
magnitude of the victory. Labour land- 
marks, tike Henderson, Clynes, Tillet, Sexton, 
Shaw, Morrison and Greenwood, were bodily 
removed and cast into the outer darkness. 
” For some time after the first magnificent 
result at ‘Hornsey, with its thirty-three 
thousand majority, nothing seemed impos- 
sible. The succeeding results were of a 
similar character, the tale of Conservative 
victories going steadily forward, with a 
promise that it will be continued to-morrow. 

Few politicians anticipated that the land- 
slide would be of such magnitude. It is 
apparent that Mr. Ramsay Macdonald will be 
at the head of one of the largest majorities 
ever seen in the House of Commons. 


MR. A. HENDERSON'S 
DEFEAT. 


HOW MR. BALDWIN HEARD 
' THE NEWS. 


The result of the Burnley election was 
declared from the Town Hall, outside 
which ‘a crowd of ten thousand people had 
gathered. It was received with great 
enthusiasm by Admiral Campbell’s 
supporters, many of whom appeared to be 
surprised at his large majority. . The 
surprise of some of Mr. Henderson’s 
supporters was even greater, and many of 
them who had not heard the actual de- 
claration refused to believe it when told 
Mr. Henderson, who is 
still in bed, was represented by Mrs. 
Henderson and his son, Mr. W. Hender- 
son. During the late evening the leader 
of the Labour Party heard the results of 
the election on a wireless set in his hotel. 

Mr. Baldwin remained at the Conserva- 
tive Central Office, London, until close 
upon midnight. He offered no comment 
when he learned that Mr. Henderson had 
been defeated, but at that point. he 
decided to leave for home,

GREAT VICTORY IN 
SIGHT. 


In a leading article The Times to-day 
states : ~The “sa results declared last 
.night, when added to the unopposed returns 
previously announced, show that a substantial 
victory for the National Government is 
already in sight. Some of the early results 
are, indeed, remarkable. In Hornsey Captain 
Wallace was elected by a majority larger than 
that obtained by any candidate at the last 
election, and in Salford Mr. Ben Tillett was 
one of the victims of a local landslide which 
swept all three seats in the borough. 

It is impossible to say what the full extent 
of the victory will be until the complete 
results are known, but a few points are 
already clear. In the first place, the con- 
stituencies in whi@h the results were declared 
last night are mainly those in which the 
victory of the National cause was least to be 
anticipated. Of some 220 members which 
they returned to the last Parliament, no fewer 
than 133 were Socialists—about half the total 
Socialist strength. Moreover, in 75 cases the 
Socialist majority was over 5,000—a figure 
which, even in these days of enormous and 
rapidly changing electorates, constitutes in 
normal circumstances a fairly safe majority 
for the party in possession. In 27 of these 
constituencies the National vote was sought 
by more than one candidate, though the result 
was not affected in every such case by this 
division of forces. 

In the second place, the weather was un- 
propitious to a heavy poll in some districts, 
and it as particularly unfortunate that a fog 
should have kept some voters at. home, as it 
must have done, at an election where the 
aggregate poll is so important. Thirdly, 
there are about 330 results to come to-day, 
mostly from constituencies where the weather 
conditions were better, and where the 
prospects of the National cause were more 
favourable. ‘Taking all these considerations 
into account there is no reason whatever to

that British democracy has fully realised its 
duty to vote, and to vote for the National 
Government.

There have been, it is true,: sporadic 
attempts at rowydism in a few constituencies, 
and nowhere have these attempts been more 
rabid and more scandalous than at Seaham, 
where the Prime Minister has been making so 
gallant a fight.

THE OATH TO GO.

excuse for anyone resisting the authority 
of the elected representatives of the people 
sitting in Parliament. 

“To remove the oath, therefore, will be 
one of the first acts of a Fianna Fail 
majority. If we have really any measure 
of domestic freedom—any measure of 
internal sovereignty at all—we must have 
the right to take this step towards 
securing domestic peace; and, if we have 
not the courage to take that necessary 
step, our case is nationally hopeless. I 
do not doubt the people will realise this, 
and give us the necessary mandate. 


REVISING THE CONSTITU- 
TION. 

“To give effect to the policy implied 
in the removal of the oath a further 
general election must be held within a 
reasonable space of time—within a period 
of a year, or two years at most—so as to 
give to the section that will be excluded 
at the coming election an opportunity for 
securing representation. This new assembly 
could sit as a constituent assembly, de- 


liberately charged with the revision of the 


Constitution, so as to bring it, as far as 

ssible, in accord with the national 
ideals. To avoid legal! difficulties, the 
office of Governor-General may have to 
be retained in the initial period, of taking 
over. The

THE ECONOMIC PROBLEM. 


With regard to economic problems, Mr. 
de Valera said that he held more strongly 
than ever to their aim of making Ireland,,. 
as far as possible, self-sufficrmg. It was 
their intention to enable home producers 
to take advantage of that position by 
giving them security in the home market. 

“ We propose,’ he said, “to protect 
every branch of agriculture. We shall not 
confine our methods of protection to im- 
port duties. The scheme for the _ pro- 
motion of wheat-growing, which we placed 
before the Economic Committee three 
years ago, is capable, with some modifica- 
tion, of being adapted to the needs of 
other branches of farming. It was a pro- 
posal to give wheat-growers a guaranteed 
market at a fixed price, based on the cost 
of production, for all the sound milling 
wheat they produced; to place the im- 
portation of such foreign wheat as was 
needed in the hands of a Wheat Control 
Board, and to prohibit the importation of 
flour, except the relatively small quantity 
required for biscuit-making. 


DEVELOPING INDUSTRY. 


“ By developing industries at present 
existing in the Free State to the point 
where they can supply the entire demand 
of the home market for their products, 
between 80,000 and 90,000 additional 
workers could be employed. 

‘‘In dealing with these questions of 
agricultural and industrial development,”’ 
Mr. de Valera added, ‘‘ we propose to have 
the aid of an Advisory Council, whose 
function it will be to examine and report 
to the Government on the possibilities and 
methods of promoting existing industries 
and establishing new ones. Wherever 
private enterprise fails to take advantage 
of the opportunities provided by the 
State, the Government will provide 
capital for a Board that will establish and 
conduct the industry in the public 
interest.” 


HOUSING PROBLEM. 


The main feature of the proposal to 
solve the housing problem, he said, was 
the establishment of a national Housing 
Board with power to enter into contracts 
for building, with power to control the 
trade -in building materials, and, if 
necessary, to engage directly in the pro- 
duction and importation of building 
materials and in the erection of houses, 

They intended to proceed with a 
systematic division of the larger agricul- 
tural holdings. There were still over 
8,000 holdings in the Free State exceeding 
200 acres each, and containing altogether 
three and one-quarter million acres of 
land. If these were divided into farms of 
even 75 acres average, they would provide 
some 40,000 additional holdings. 

The stoppage of emigration had given a 
new urgency to the search for a solution 
of the unemployment problem. Not 
merely had emigration virtually ceased, 
but many of their exiles were either re- 
turning of their own accord or being de- 
ported from the United States and other 
countries. Ireland, North and South, had 
now to provide for a population increasing 
at the rate of about 30,000 a year.

Theatre last night. 

In essentials the play resembles Noel 
Coward’s “ Tha Young Idea,’”’ but is varied 
sufficiently in its trimmings to make it a new 
and amusing comedy. .David and Margaret 
Armstrong had been married when both 
were very young, and there were the parents 
of two grown children when the play opens. 
Jack is at Cambridge, but Jill evidently had 
no occupation other than being “ modern.”’ 
When their father was discovered to have 
fallen in love with his secretary the boy was 
scandalised, and it was Jill who became the 
counsellor of the family in distress. She | 
could give facts not only their proper names, 
but also their proper significance; and that 
is certainly something which “ modern ” 
girls rarely do in comedies. As Jill was 
excellently played by Miss Esmé Gullan it 
was easy to believe that she could have 
wound her father about her finger-ends with- 
out difficulty, and that she could heal any 
breaches in almost any family.

“The Love Game” is a pleasant mixture 
of social ethics and light comedy, which 
would be excellent entertainment if taken at 
the speed of a good tennis match. 

Last night’s production, while not by any 
means faultless, was a creditable effort to 
acclimatise this kind of comedy on the stage 
in Dublin. The production was, on the 
whole, good, but more attention should be 
given to casting and rehearsal. Good per- 
formances were given by Mr. William Sher- 
wood as David Armstrong, Mr. George Wood 
as Cyril Field, Miss Nancy Essery as 
Margaret Armstrong, and Miss _ Beppo 
Clancy as Agnes. 

An enterprise such as the Peacock 
Repertory Players deserves encouragement, 
and this first production of the season makes 
it clear that good work may be anticipated 
from them.
